A Saloon-Keeper Says They Want (to 
Kaise $30,000. 

About a week ago Tur Times published 
an article to the effect that there wasa 
movement on foot to organize the saloon 
men and to raise a fund of $10,000 for cam- 
paign purposes in the city election. Not- 
withstanding that this publication was 
made on the authority of a well-known 
First-street liquor man, it was very vigor- 
ously denied by the saloon-keepers and 
their friends and advisers, who insisted 
that there was nothing in it, which denial 
was backed up by the Democratic organ 
editorially stating that the whole thing was 
“evolved from the inner consciousness” of 
the reporter—i. made up out of whole 
cloth. While morally certain that'the story 
as published was substantially correct, and 
that the facts therein contained were true, 
nothing was done at the time, as it was 


ages oe to have the matter corroborated 
y the saloon men themselves, knowing 
that sooner or later some one would let the 
cat out of the bag. And sure enough it 
came, just as @xpected. Yesterday, when 
the Council adjourned for lunch, three of 
the Democratic members repaired to a well- 
known beer hall on First street, the propri- 
etor of which was a candidate for Super- 
visor on the Democratic ticket.

POLICE WOKK. 


Annual Heport of the Department— 
Comparative Figures. 


his annual report of the operations of the 
police department for the fiscal year ending 
October 31, 1888. From this repert it 
appears that the total number of arrests for 
the past 12 months was 5994. Of these 
there were 1734 drunks and 273 for battery. 
Four murderers were arrested, and there 
was one arrest for seduction and one for 
libel. The gamblers had a hard time of it, 


arrests being for that offense, 
21 for keeping gambling-housés 
and 187 for visiting gambling- 
hou the most of whom wefe Chi- 
nese. Eight persons were arrested for sell- 


ing lottery tickets, and 12 for visiting lot- 
tery games. The remainder of the ar- 
rests cover almost every offense: on the 
calendar, but are not above the aver for 
any single case fora city of the size of Los 
Angeles. The total amount of fines im- 
posed by the police justices was $7942, to 
which must be added fees for State cases to 
the amount of $1865.25, making a grand 
total of $9807.25. The total cost of running 
‘the department next year is estimated at 
$75,420, including the salaries of the police 
surgeon and matron. 

The report is the most complete document 
ever prepared forthe department,and reflects 
great credit on Clerk Moffett not only for 
the valuable statistics it contains, but tor 
the manner in which it is gotten up. 
Among other items the following state- 
ment ofarrests for the t10 years will be 
of interest as showing the marked increase 
and growth of the city:

Strange, Even Startling, Statistics, 


In writing up the resources of a 
country, there is nothing more valu- 
able than well-arranged statistics. 
They produce more impression on sen- 
sible men than pages of florid, general 
descriptive matter. To make them of 
yalue, however, the figures must be 
accurate. Otherwise they are worse 
than useless. , 

An instance of tite latter class of 
statistics may be found in an issue of 
a monthly journal, devoted to the re- 
} sources and attractions of this section, 
called the “Southern California Ex- 
cursionist,’’ published in this: city. 
The issue in question is that for last 
July. In it we are informed that ‘the 
shipments from Los Angeles last 


February consisted of the following | rj 


articles.”’? Then we have: 

‘Beans, 878,460.” Three hundred 
thousand what? Beans? That would 
make perhaps a thousand pounds—not 
a very large aggregate. Or is it cent-; 
als, or pounds, or sacks, or tons, or 
bushels? Quien sabe? 

“Canned goods, 2200.” 
boxes? 

“Fruit (green citrus), 2,128,030.’ Is 
this oranges and lemons, or boxes of 
them? 

**Miscellaneous, 46,060.’ ought 
to settle the matter with a doubting 
immigrant, thirsting for information. 

“Nuts, 570.” This would make 
about three pounds of hazel nats, or 
possibly a pound and a half of walnuts. 
Perhaps it was cocoanuts, or nuts for 
screwing on iron girders. 

“Raisins, $7,330."’ They wouldn’t 
make many plum puddings. 

‘*Wool (grease), 22,320." This may 
be pounds, or centals, or bales, or car- 
loads. “You pays your money and 
takes your choice.”’ 

Supposing we pass over these statis- 
tics as sins—or errors—of omission, we 
stumble, in the next paragraph, on 
some remarkable figures, which cannot 
be classed under the same head. They 
are sins of commission, witha ven- 
geance. We are told that the ship- 
ments last year from Los Angeles 
county oonsisted of: Honey, $800,000 (!); 
hops, $1,000,000 (!!); fisheries, $1,000,- 
000 (1!!); vegetables, $2,000,000 (I!}); 
wool, $6,000,000 (just about the 
total ~ product of the State); 
barley $12,000,000 (we only raised 2,00v,- 
000 bushels, and had scarcely enough 
for home consumption); orchard pro-. 
ducts $20,000,000 (pretty good for less 
than 20,000 acres of bearing orchard). 
Next comes ‘‘mining product, $21,000,- 
000." This is a staggerer. Wonder 
whether it is iron, or coal, or silver, or 
gold, or asbestos. It’s wonderful how 
they moved it ail out of the country. 
Last, but not exactly least, we have: 
“Wheat $40,000,000.” The able com- 
piler evidently grew desperate, at this 
point, and determined to make a ten- 
strike. We give in, to such figures, 
merely remarking that the wheat crop 
of the State for 1887 was valued at 
$22,517,460. | 

We do not quote these figures for the 
purpose of making an attack on the pub- 
lisher of the journal, one of the Warner 
Brothers, ‘“‘excursion managers,”’ in 
question. His intentions are doubtless 
good, and his figures about as accurate 
as many we meet with in similar works. 
We simply desire, now that the ad- 
vertising of our resources is again 
talked of, to draw the attention of the 
public to the necessity of having this 
thing done well, if it is done at all. 
Otherwise, it had better be left undone. 

We may add that Mr. Warner, one 
of the publishers of this periodical, is a 
member of the Chamber of Commerce 
and chairman of the Committee 
on Immigration, in connection 
with Mr. Boyce and Gilbert Dex- 
ter. This committee has brought for- 
ward a scheme to induce immigration 
by sending east a carload of produce 
and ‘permanent literature.’”’ Among 
the estimated expenses of the trip are 
“$2000 for press notices’? and $2500 
for the keep of people on the residence 
car. If the “permanent literature” 
which is to be furnished the easterners 
is of the class of that just described, 
we would suggest to Mr. Warner and 
his associates the advisability of toning 
down its ‘‘permanent”’ character some- 
what, by knocking off about 90 per 
cent. from the Los Angeles county 
shipments, and making a few other 
such trifling alterations. Otherwise, 
the literature is likely-to make a per- 
manently bad effect on the recipients, 
which the products will be powerless to 
remove. . 

Here is a chance for the Committee 
on Statistics of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to come in with a ‘‘powerful an- 
tidote.”
